Announcement this week by Highways Minister 
Gordon Taylor that the fourJane highway from Cal¬ 
gary will be extended ten rnfies south of Aldersyde 
next spring and make a junction with No. 23 highway 
about one mile east of High River and that a new 
highway may not be built from High River “for a 
number of years” will not likely be greeted wi‘h much 
enthusiasm by residents of High River and the other 
towns on No. 2 highway, but it might, in the not-too- 
distant future, mean a “break” for l he towns on No. 23 
highway. 

Highway 23 is now in the process of being hard¬ 
surfaced. When this work is completed there will be 
two hard-surfaced two-lane highways from the south 
funnelling into the four-lane highway at a point east 
of High River. 

The ‘owns on No. 23 highway have never depended 
on tourist traffic for any great amount of business 
and are quite satisfied to have the highway passing 
just outside each town as it does at present. The route 
from High River ‘o Lethbridge on 23 highway is some¬ 
what shorter than on No. 2' highway and it is a reason¬ 
able assumption that, once No. 23 is completely hard¬ 
surfaced, it will be carrying a far larger volume of 
traffic than it does at present. 

As a matter of fact, if Mr. Taylor would like to 
use No. 23 as the route for a new four-Jane highway 
by-passing every town on this line just as the road 
does now, he would hear no kicks whatsoever. We’d 
even be happy about it. ■

Wheat Surplus and 
Quality Problems 

Although the announced purpose of the United 
States Department of Agriculture plan to place appro¬ 
priate discounts in price supports for certain inferior 
varieties of wheat was to improve the general quality 
of the U.S. wheat crop, it has been suggested that 
perhaps there is another motive as well. Many of those 
close to the situation feel that the wheat surplus prob¬ 
lem, there, has only one effective solution, namely,|to 
move.as much as possible of the huge surplus^nto 
feed channels. 

A discount premium method would undoubtedly 
discourage the production of wheat primarily for loan 
and. thus reduce the overall production of the cron. 
At the same time, lowering the support price of wheat 
that is more suitable for feeding, would at once make 
it more competitive with corn. For this reason the 
suggestion will probably meet with a good deal of 
opposition. 

And the position of corn itself is difficult, there 
being particularly large stocks, probably some 500-600 
million bushels in excess of any reasonable carryover, 
so that the immediate future price picture for this 
crop is not any too promising. 

In contrast to the problems which face the U.S. 
Administration, therefore, our situation in Canada,

Canada Thistle Control , 

The following information was 
recently received from Mr. J. J. 
Sexsmith, Weed Specialist with the 
Experimental Farm at Lethbridge. 
As this subject is of paramount Im¬ 
portance to most farmers in South¬ 
ern Alberta It is being submitted 
verbatim. • * 

“The use of alfalfa as a hay crop 
continues to offer the best method 
for controlling Canada thistle on 
irrigated Jand or in areas of high 
rainfall. In the lower rainfall re¬ 
gions and under dry farming condi¬ 
tions, several control measures are 
worthy of consideration. 

For relatively smalt areas, where 
soil erosion by wind or water is 
not too likely, a one-way disking 
at or near bud stage, followed by 
cultural workings to keep a black 
or near black fallow for the re¬ 
mainder of the growing season, can 
be expected to reduce the thistle 
stand to a point of near elimina¬ 
tion. 

The ues of 6 to 8 ounces acid 
equivalent 2,4-D ester in grain 
crops, applied after the crop has 
reached the 4-leaf stage but before 
the early shot-blade, will prevent 
Canada thistle from producing 
seed in the crop but cannot be ex¬ 
pected to reduce the infestation. It 
has been suggested that a fair de¬ 
gree of conlvol can be obtained by 
using this selective treatment fol¬ 
lowed by a one-pound application 
of 2,4-D shortly after the crop has 
been removed. 

fl!he ester of 2,4-D at 1 to 1% 
pounds acid equivalent, can be used 
against Canada thistle in fallows 
or on non-cropped areas. Such 
treatment should be given when 
the thistles are in bud, and can be 
expected to cause a fair degree of 
thinning of the infestation. It is 
possible to use this type of treat¬ 
ment as a substitute for the second 
fallow operation, in which case a 
cultural operation should 'be given 
about two weeks after the chemical 
has been applied. 

As prevention is still the most 
effective control, it is important 
that infestations on road allowances 
and in fence lines be controlled, 
that seed should not be planted 
with crops, and that precautions 
be taken to prevent the spread of 
root-pieces by dragging with cult¬ 
ural implements.”
